Enrollment Data 


. A survey of information furnish- 
ed by the superintendent on. the 
school enrollment shows a decided 
downward trend in the elementary 
grades. From 1928 to 1938 the enroll- 
ment in grades 1 to 6 inclusive dis- 
cioses a loss of 1036. 


There has been an increase in en- 


rollment in grades 7 to-12 inclusive, 
to the number of 830 in the same 
period.

Plans for the building, 
letting 01 contracts for construction 
purchases of furnishings and equip- 
ment, and all matters relative to 
ihe same are removed from the con- 
trol of the Board of Directors and 
vested in General Stdte Authority 
We would have to accept jus: what 
might be handed to us without re- 
course or redress.

Should a new addition be erect- 


ed -without taking advantage of the 
Thompson plan we might obtain a 
grant of the forty five percent of 
the total cost from the P. W. A. and 
finance the other fifty five percent 
ourselves by a sale of bonds to the 
amount of jllG.000.00. A.loan of this 
amount repaid'at (5,000.00 per year 
with interest and state taxes would 
cost at 2 per cent interest a total of 
$143,000.00; at 2VJ per cent'interest 
$149,875,00: at.3 per cent interest,! 
$156,750.00. The P. W. A. doles out 
its grant piecemeal and the Ad- 
ministrator has the power to sus- 
pend or nullify the grant - at his 
discretion. The uncertainty of 
the 


program should be considered. 


To either plan of financing should 


be added an estimated annual ov- 
erhead expense of $4,900.00 for plant 
operation and maintenance. 


At the most conserative~ estimate, 


and by either plan of financing, the 
school district would increase its 
annual 
expenditures at least $10,- 


000..00 to $13,000,00. 


In view of present'business condi- 


tions and In spite of the apparent 
generosity of the Sta.te and Federal 
governments, we believr It. would be 
unwise to erect any addition to the 
Senior High school, The time allot- 
ted for consideration and acceptance 
of the provisions of the Thompson 
Bill is very brief and its urgency 
Tor quick action on the part of the 
school districts will, no doubt, make 
seme of them approvr the matter 
with only a cursory examination 
of the various 'details. We' have en- 
deavored to examine all pertiner-t 
facts in theinatter. We feel that the 
changes and remedies we have out- 
lined could be • accomplished at a 
very nominal expense and could be 
done as finances permit. 


We therefore recommend that no 


consideration be given to the pro- 
visions of the Thompson Bill and 
that no new addition be construct- 
ed at the Senior High school.

Of Fatal Acciden 


Defendant Testifies In Acciden

William W. Payne, charged witt 


involuntary manslaughter in con 
neetion with the death of David Law 
and Edward Garvin in an automo 
bile accident at Rose Point, wen 
on the -witness stand In his own de 
fense before Judge W. Walter Bra 
ham at court this morning. 


Payne testified that on July £ 


about 3 o'clock in the afternoon, h 
and David Law, Edward Garvin 
and Mr. and 
Mrs. DonaM Allen 


formed a party to go swimming 
They drove first to CascpfJe Park 
and then to the. Willie Roy Park 
just beyond Rose Point. 


After reaching the -park, two o 


the party suggested that they ge 
some beer and asked him to drivi 
to a place opposite the Dixie Inn 
v.'here Garvin and Allen secured 
several bottles of beer. Payne was 
in the place, he said, bnt did no 
dtink anything but a bottle ,ot pop 


Garvin and Allen brought some 


of the bottles of beer back-with them 
and gave them to the attendant at 
Willie Roy Park to keep for them 
while they went, swimming, 
After 


the swim the boctles- were called 
for. 
Payne said that at no time 


did he drink any of the. buer. 
. The party started back to New 
Castle 
around 
7 
o'clock; 
with. 


Payne driving. He said that as he 
went over the hill at 'Rose. Poinl 
there was a car parked off the berm 
on .the. right hand side, where a 
tire was • being repaired. He drove 
a short, (distance past' this parked 
;car, when he noticed another car 
headed - toward 
New 
Castle, but 


backing toward the car where the 
tire was being repaired.' The car 
he' said, was backing quite rapidly 
.and .was near, the center of the 
road.'. 


"I pulled .off onto ! the beim to 


escape the car", .said Payne, "but 
Just as I passed it another car came 
over the. hill going east. I pulled 
quickly back to the right to escape 
being struck by this car. As I did 
so I heard a noise as though some- 
thing had gone wrong with the 
right front wheel of my car. The 
next instant it overturned and I 
was knocked unconscious."
